way. So it is easy for him to do 
it in speeches. 
In addition, he 


has bcncfitled from listening to 
radio techniques where good ones 
specialize in terseness.

od. It was short, punchy. 


He says he hopes to keep his

Washington. Junc 30—(AP) — 


The nation's lop mililary com- 
manders pul 'war job slackers in 
a class with deserters and over- 
optimism at home, they say. "is 
threatening; to prolong the war.
